Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on 07/15/10 is sufficient to overcome the rejection 
over prior art of record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 
1 and 1 1 are allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose the recited 
internal and external heat exchanger surfaces, the internal and external heat 
exchanger surfaces located completely within the internal cavity of the rotary unit 
with no portion of the external heat exchanger surface making contact with the 
interior surface of the housing (see claim 1); a rotary inlet conduit disposed along 
a rotary axle of the rotary unit and in fluid communication with the static inlet for 
delivering the heating medium to the heat exchanger and a rotary outlet conduit 
disposed coaxially to the rotary inlet conduit for receiving the heating medium 
from the heat exchanger and delivering the heating medium to the static outlet 
(see claim 11) .
